Kindred charges leveled against the Church, against the Pope, 
or against Catholic organizations. They simply assume that 
because they appear in print they must be authentic. But it 
were not so bad if people were deceived by bogus documents 
of the long ago, if new charges were not invented week after 
week and propagated through the Press, deceiving the non- 
Catholics permanently and often the Catholic unti! such time 
as the charges will be refuted through the Catholic press. 

Some months ago the Vatican was charged with pro- 
testing to the Government of Italy against taking diplomatic 
action in regard to the killing of two Italian priests in China. 
As a matter of fact the Vatican never made any such pro- 
test, while editors all over the world, assuming that it did, 
raised the question: “Are all priests, of whatsoever national- 
ity, subjects of the State of the Vatican City and not citizens 
of the country in which they live?’ It would have been very 
easy to ascertain whether the Vatican took a stand which 
warranted the discussion of the question asked and answered 
in various ways. 

More recently, when it was learned that the Archbishop 
of Canterbury was about to visit Palestine aboard J. P. Mor- 
gan’s yacht, Corsari, some busy-body gave to the press 
throughout the world the word that the Vatican protested 
against such a visit of the Anglican Archbishop to Palestine 
where his church had practically no adherents. Well, the Vati- 
ean had to deny that it was losing any sleep over that visit 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, much less that it offered 
any formal protest against the same. 

If the sincere minded non-Catholic had no other proof 
of the divirity of the Catholic Church he should find it in the 
persistent propaganda carried on not only by professed enem- 
ies of the Church, but by sectarian organizations which claim 
to work under the standard of that Master, Who declared 
Himself to be truth itself. 

Nobody thinks of inventing charges against any Pro- 
testant organization or against organizations of men which 
do not parade under the banner of religion; but there is a stu- 
died effort to injure the Catholic Church by all sorts of slander 
and bogus documents. Our readers would be prudent if they 
looked with suspicion on all news relating to the Catholic 
Church which is sent out by the correspondents of American 
papers in Europe. These correspondents are not necessarily 
the framers of the false news, but having little acquaintance 
with the Catholic Church, her polity, her teaching, her prac- 
tice, accept rumors for truth, or are themselves too ready to 
place credence in stories invented by anti-Christians in the 
country in which he chances to represent his publication. We 
say “anti-Christian” designedly, because those who libel the 
Catholic Church in Europe are usually not any friendlier to 
Protestant Christianity than to Catholic Christianity. They 
do not concern themselves about Protestantism in Europe, 
which is disintegrating by its own weight, but they do con- 
cern themselves considerably about the advance of Catholic- 
jsam. They are aware that if they can bring about the down- 
fall of the latter, Protestantism will crumble automatically.

No King But Caesar 


Comparisons are useful, however 
odious. One may arrive at a better 
understanding of the forces that op- 
pose the Catholic Church today, and 
the motives that inspire their opposi- 
tion, if one will examine the currents 
of thought and feeling against Christ 
that gathered strength during His 
public life and reached their final fury 
on Good Friday. The parallel is not 
perfect, to be sure. But at various 
points there is an agreement that 
strikes one as significant. There is 
one point in particular which is broad 
and basic enough to include many 
others. I refer to the modern attitude 
toward religious authority as it is 
held and exercised by the Catholic 
Church, The apostasy of the chosen 
people, their rejection of the Messiah, 
was voiced most completely in this 
one cry: “We will not have this man 
to rule over us.” The ruling factions 
in Israel resented not only the pres- 
tige that Christ had gained among the 
people. They resented most violently, 
even to positive violence, the claim 
which He made to an authority from 
above, an authority which sought to 
bind them in conscience, to compel 
their submission on all matters that 
concerned their religious adherence 
and their moral conduct. Now one of 
the most prominent features of al! 
modern religious and irreligious think- 
ing is an attitude of mind that either 
openly denies or quietly ignores the 
authority the Catholic Church to 
teach and rule in the name of God. 
[It is more than an attitude. It is an 
antipathy, an antagonism that has fre- 
quently resulted in persecution of one 
sort or another. 

The historical explanation of this 
phenomenon is to be found, of course, 
in the revolt against the authority of 
the Church, more specifically against 
the Pope, In the sixteenth century. 
The influence of that unfortunate 

‘nt has been traced and outlined 
again and again by competent and 
conscientious historians. We wish to 
say here only that fits full fruitage is 
surely to be seen in modern times, 
when practically a]) Christiar®e denomi- 
nations unite on this one point, how- 
ever much they may differ on others,

Many, of course, 
were disposed to efriticize and con- 
demn. Some were bitter and bigoted 
about it. But the majority treated it 
only as an expresBion of the Holy 
Father’s own persofial views or opin- 
ions, entitled to sotfe respect as such, 
but possessing no validity whatever as 
a statement of Christian truth and 
morality by 1 nead of Christendom.
